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BOOK  REVIEW 

**RIBBONS  AND  MEDALS/’  by  Captain  H.  Taprell  Dorling, 
D.S.O.,  R.N.  (-'Taffrail”) . Crown  octavo.  189  pp.  XVI  plates  of 
British  and  foreign  ribbons  in  colour  and  approximately  250  illustra- 
tions of  orders  and  medals  in  black  and  white.  Cloth.  London,  1944. 
Enlarged  and  revised  edition. 

Published  essentially  as  a guide  for  the  layman  and  general  collector 
of  orders,  decorations  and  medals  in  1916,  several  editions  have  since 
been  issued  totaling  no  less  than  30,000  copies.  It  is  an  enviable  rec- 
ord which  bespeaks  the  author’s  contribution  to  numismatics,  in 
spite  of  his  modest  admission  that  this  work  *'.  . . does  not  pretend 
to  give  a full,  authoritative  or  complete  account  of  all  Orders,  De- 
corations, and  Medals  . . .”  This  is  understandable,  in  view  of  the 
extensive  historical  background  surrounding  many  of  the  awards. 

The  greater  part  of  the  work  is  devoted  to  the  British  and  Colonial 
awards  with  a complete  summary  under  which  the  numerous  orders 
and  military  awards  were  issued.  However,  mention  is  also  made  in 
like  manner  of  awards  of  the  following  countries: 

Egypt  ■ United  States  - Former  Montenegrin  Order  and  Medals 
France  - Greece  - Orders  and  Decorations  of  the  Netherlands 
Poland  - Hedjaz  - Norway  - Czechoslovakia  - Belgium 
Russia  (Prior  to  1917)  - Iraq  - Portugal  - Germany  - Eire 

Former  Serbian  Orders  - Union  of  Socialist  Soviet  Republics 

Until  such  a time  as  a more  complete  publication  makes  its  appear- 
ance, this  work  is  earnestly  recommended  to  the  collector  of  decora- 
tions and  military  awards,  libraries  and  universities.

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COMMENTS  IN  GENERAL 

The  following  letter  was  received  from'  the  First  Assistant  Postmaster  Gen- 
eral of  Washington,  D.  C.,  in  reply  to  an  inquiry  regarding  the  Postal  Delivery 
Zone  Number  System,  and  payment  of  indemnity  on  insured  coins. 

My  dear  Mr.  Wilson : 

Your  letter  of  December  9,  1945,  addressed  to  the  Third  Assistant 
Postmaster  General,  requesting  certain  information  for  publication 
in  your  “Monthly  Rare  Coin  Bulletin,”  has  been  referred  to  this 
Bureau  for  attention  . 

The  Postal  Delivery  Zone  Number  System  was  established  as  a per- 
manent feature  of  the  postal  service  in  order  to  expedite  the  handling 
and  delivery  of  mail  matter.  This  system  was  adopted  in  123  post 
offices  and  has  progressed  very  satisfactorily  to  date. 

The  use  of  the  zone  number  as  part  of  the  address  enables  the  De- 
partment to  handle  the  letters  and  other  mail  matters  more  expedi- 
tiously with  the  use  of  inexperienced  employees.  As  stated  in  your 
communication,  it  takes  considerable  time  to  train  employees  to  be 
experienced  distributors  whereas  by  the  use  of  the  postal  delivery 
zone  number,  an  inexperienced  clerk  can  be  trained  in  a very  short 
period  of  time. 

With  regard  to  insurance  on  coins,  indemnity  is  payable  for  the  loss 
of  valuable  coins  contained  in  the  insured  parcels  for  the  market 
(numismatic)  value  of  the  coins,  within  the  limit  of  indemnity  fixed 
by  the  fee  paid.  This  general  policy  of  adjusting  such  claims  for  in- 
demnity is  one  of  long  standing. 

The  fees  applicable  to  domestic  insured  mail,  as  well  as  the  parcel 
post  rates’,  are  shown  on  the  enclosed  circular.  It  is  recommended, 
however,  that  the  registry  service  be  used  for  mailing  of  coins  of 
unusual  value  in  view  of  the  protective  features  of  that  service.

Coin  dealers  might  find  Parcel  Post  the  more  economical  method  of  shipping 
coins,  with  the  rates  running  as  low  as  .08  per  pound  for  local  zones  to  $7 .97 
for  70  pounds  for  distances  over  1,800  miles.  The  fees  for  Insured  Mail  are 
as  follows:

A pamphlet  containing  postal  rates  on  all  types  of  mailing  service  may  be 
obtained  at  your  local  Post  Office. 

Many  banks,  no  doubt,  will  use  Parcel  Post  for  shipments  of  small  amounts 
of  silver,  due  to  unreasonable  rates  charged  for  the  same  service  by  the 
Railway  Express  Agency.
